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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 17 May 2004 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because it relies on the presence of copies of 
the cited references that are in the file of Application No. 10/376,695, for which domestic 
priority is not claimed under 35 U.S.C. 120. Reliance on copies of references in other 
applications requires that the other applications be relied upon for an effective filing date under 
35 U.S.C. 120 (see MPEP 609 and 37 CFR 1.98(d). No copies of the cited references were 
provided by the applicants in the instant application and the applicant relies on copies of the cited 
references in Application Nos. 10/376,695 (not claimed under 35 U.S.C. 120 as discussed above) 
and 09/767,460 (for which priority is properly claimed under 35 U.S.C. 120). References cited in 
the applicant's list of references that were not present in the file of Application No. 09/767,460 
were not considered and have been lined though in the signed copy of the list of references 
attached to this Office action. 

Priority 

2. Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) or 
under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied with one or 
more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

The instant application claims priority to Application No. 09/490,701, which does not 
have a common inventor with the instant application as required by 35 U.S.C. 120. 

3. If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 120, a 
specific reference to the prior-filed application in compliance with 37 CFR 1.78(a) must be 
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included in the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title or in an application data 
sheet. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. 

If the instant application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on 
or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during the pendency of the 
application and within the later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or 
sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application.

The petition 
must be accompanied by (1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 120 or 1 19(e) and 37 CFR 
1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) to the prior application (unless previously submitted), (2) a surcharge under 
37 CFR 1.1 7(t), and (3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due 
under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The 
Director may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay was 
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unintentional. The petition should be addressed to: Mail Stop Petition, Commissioner for 
Patents, P.O. Box 1450, Alexandria, Virginia 22313-1450. 

If the reference to the prior application was previously submitted within the time period 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.78(a), but not in the first sentence(s) of the specification or an application 
data sheet (ADS) as required by 37 CFR 1.78(a) (e.g., if the reference was submitted in an oath 
or declaration or the application transmittal letter), and the information concerning the benefit 
claim was recognized by the Office as shown by its inclusion on the first filing receipt, the 
petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a) and the surcharge under 37 CFR 1.1 7(t) are not required. 
Applicant is still required to submit the reference in compliance with 37 CFR 1.78(a) by filing an 
amendment to the first sentence(s) of the specification or an ADS. See MPEP § 201.1 1. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

1) peptides with a Dopamine D2 target (SEQ ID NOS: 1-12) 

2) peptides with a human muscarinic ml receptor target (SEQ ID NOS: 13-22) 

3) peptides with a human nerve growth factor receptor target (SEQ ID NOS:23-33 and 

97) 

4) peptides with a human calcitonin target (SEQA ID NOS: 34-93) 

5. The species are independent or distinct because each species comprises peptides with 
different structures and functions. Each class of target requires a different search. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
During a telephone conversation with Eric Witt on 15 May 2006 a provisional election was made 
without traverse to prosecute the invention of peptides with a dopamine D2 receptor target. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 

Claims 4-9 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), 
as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Specification 

6. The preliminary amendment to the specification filed 09 August 2005 is improper 
because the changes are not indicated by striking through deleted text and underlining added text 
as required by 37 CFR 1.121. See attached notice of non-compliant amendment. The response 
time for correction of the error in the amendment will be the same as the extendable response 
time for this Office action, a separate fee for extension of time for correction of the amendment 
will not be required. 
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Double Patenting 

7. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 R2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 
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8. Regarding use of the specification in obviousness-type double patenting rejections, the 
MPEP states in section 804: 

When considering whether the invention defined in a claim of an application is an obvious variation of the 
invention defined in the claim of a patent, the disclosure of the patent may not be used as prior art. This does not 
mean that one is precluded from all use of the patent disclosure. 

The specification can always be used as a dictionary to learn the meaning of a term in the patent claim In 
re Boylan, 392 F.2d 1017, 157 USPQ 370 (CCPA 1968). Further, those portions of the specification which provide 
support for the patent claims may also be examined and considered when addressing the issue of whether a claim in 
the application defines an obvious variation of an invention claimed in the patent In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 441- 
42, 164 USPQ 619, 622 (CCPA 1970). The court in Vogel recognized "that it is most difficult, if not meaningless, to 
try to say what is or is not an obvious variation of a claim," but that one can judge whether or not the invention 
claimed in an application is an obvious variation of an embodiment disclosed in the patent which provides support 
for the patent claim. According to the court, one must first "determine how much of the patent disclosure pertains to 
the invention claimed in the patent" because only "[t]his portion of the specification supports the patent claims and 
may be considered." The court pointed out that "this use of the disclosure is not in contravention of the cases 
forbidding its use as prior art, nor is it applying the patent as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 103, since only the 
disclosure of the invention claimed in the patent may be examined." 

9. Claims 1-3 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 16 of copending Application No. 10/376,695. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the copending claim is drawn to a retro-inverso peptide that binds to a D2Da receptor, 
and the complex of instant claims 2 and 3 of the peptide and receptor is obvious given the 
knowledge of the specificity of binding. The sequence of the retro-inverso peptide would have 
been obvious to be the same as SEQ ID NO:3, as in copending and instant claim 1 because the 
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specification of copending Application No. 10/376,695 shows that peptides with SEQ ID NO:3 
bind to a D2Da receptor on page 81 in Table 3. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
